It takes more than a mere major-

two-thirds of the house favors the 
amendment and one senator less

RICHBERG ON THE WAGNER ACT 
Donald R. Richberg, who wrote the 


Railroad Labor Act, 
which 
we 
have 


viewed in operation for the last several 
months, and who has been identified as at- 
torney for the leading labor groups of the 
country, said last week that he favored 
something more than an amendment to 
the Wagner Act, that it should be virtually 
replaced. 


Mr. Richberg dian't bother with fret- 


ful details. As a wise physician he diag- 
nosed the fever that is burning the coun- 
try up. He said the trouble with the Wag- 
ner Act was that it resorted to compul- 
sion instead of conciliation. Mr. Richberg 
recalled that in 1934 when he was in con- 
ference with labor leaders during the 
drafting of the bill he warned against 
the provisions which have broken down 
industry in many particulars without any 
gain to labor and in particular he coun- 
seled against permitting the Labor Board 
to be complainant, procecutor, judge and 
jury at the same time, and the "absurd"' 
refusal to let employers' as well as work- 
ers file complaints. 
N 


The strange thing, Mr. Richberg con- 


cluded, was that organized labor which 
has always resisted "compulsory arbitra- 
tion" is getting exactly that thing which 
it was lured to take upon the represen- 
tation that the compulsion would be all on 
one side. 


Mr. Richberg has felt the growing pub- 


lic revulsion against this law and realizes 
that the danger to labor that comes from 
extremes is now before it and might cul- 
minate in that age old pendulum swing 
to the other extreme Mr. Richberg does 
not seek to protect the board from the 
charge that it is entirely partisan. He says 
that "lo set up a partisan agency to help 
the underdog organize was all right but 
some impartial body should pass on its 
judgment." 


A number of fundamental 
blunders 


were made in the Wagner Act. One of the 
outstanding ones was to pecmit a sin- 
gle body of a highly partisan membership 
to be charged with the duty of making 
complaints, prosecuting and judging all at 
the same time. 


"The Board should never have been 


given the right to designate the unit for 
collective bargaining." ^aid Mr. Richberg. 
Governmental intervention in such mat- 
ters, just as governmental intervention in 
the closed shop and the check-off are "of- 
fenses against economic freedom." 
And 


then this experienced friend of labor de- 
clared: 


"It is this sort of thing that has come 


to full flower in Mexico, where, if a 
man is kicked out of the union, he sim- 
ly cannot get a job at all. 


"I for one would like to see a less 


one-sided and more logical machinery 
to compose such differences." 
The country will largely agree with 


Mr. Richberg. But the Wagner Act should 
never escape so easily. 
Let the people 


place a peg upon this proposition—that 
men in our political life, however free 
they may consider themselves from par- 
tisanship, are seldom as capable in writing 
laws affecting labor and capital as the 
man actually engaged in leading positions 
in these undertakings. 


And let us not forqct another major 


proposition—that a one-sided law smacks 
everybody down and that an abuse of 
power by those who aie momentarily in 
the saddle will be the very thing to pull 
them out of that saddle. 


Meanwhile the powers that rule us 


stand mumbling, half paralyzed. 
Their 


pride is involved. Were they to recognize 
the urgent necessity of an amendment 
would it not reflect upon their pose as the 
all-wise and reveal them, as in truth they 
arc, quite otherwise?

Well, Joe's loan on the 1937 crop 


becomes due Nov. 1, so soon after 
that Doakes will go to the local 
loan agency of the department and 
say: 


"I can't pay the loan, so the corn 


belongs to the government." 


"All right," says the agency. "Lots 


of farmers are doing it that way." 


In turn, the agency is not sur- 


prised when Doakes says: 


"By the way, I can use 1,000 


bushels of corn to feed my hogs so 
if you want to sell that corn to me 
at the market price, I'll be glad to 
take it off your hands, right where 
it lies, in the bins on my place." 


"Fine," says the government loan 


agency. So Doakes has in 
effect 


sold the corn to the government for 
50 cents a bushel 
and bought it 


back for 40 cents. 


New Crop, New Loans 


But that is not all. Joe Doakes 


raised another crop of corn 
this 


year and pretty soon the govern- 
ment will offer to lend him 57 cents 
or maybe 60 cents a bushel on it. 
He is to store the corn on his farm 
as he did before. 


And what then? Instead of feed- 


ing part of his corn to the hogs as 
he did last year he will borrow 57 
to 60 cents a bushel lor bis whole 
crop. He normally uses 3,000 bush- 
els to feed his pigs but Doakes is 
no fool. He isn't feeding his own 
corn Jo the hojs when he can "sell" 
it to the government for 57 cents, 
and with the money buy corn at 40 
cents a bushel from a farmer who 
didr^t cooperate in the AAA con- 
trol plan. 


That is what is happening in/the 


farm belt. Those farmers who par- 
ticipated in the farm law crop-con- 
trol act can get government loans. 
Moreover, the department of agri- 
culture is quite willing that they 
should take the fullest advantage 
of the game/It serves the purpose 
of the farm act, which is to keep 
part of the crop in storage so it 
won't depress the market. 


More Than Half Signed 


Altogether about 60 per cent of 


the corn belt farmers signed up to 
cooperate with the crop 
control 


plan. They will be able to "sell" 
their corn to the government for 57 
cents a bushel while the 40 per cent 
of non-cooperators, who refused to 
reduce acreage, can get only about 
40 cents a bushel. 


Moreover, Joe Dpakes and the 


other cooperators will get ten cents 
a bushel extra on part of their crop 
this year as a special premium for 
cooperating. 
' 


The whole thing doesn't 
make 


much of a price for corn but the 
department believes it will per- 
suade more farmers to cooperate in 
the crop plan next year—if con- 
gress doesn't sack .t. 


Of course if the price this year 


were $1 a bushel, Joe Doakes would 
be the sick farmer. The non-coop- 
eralors, who planted 
unlimited 


acreage, would have huge crops to 
sell and Doikes, with his smaller 
acreage, wouldn't have much.

ported back here, now are bitter 
for two reasons. They are envious 
of Joe Doakes. and angry at the 
farmers organizations which per- 
suaded them not to comply with 
AAA.

Than Expenditures 


Result Is That Highway 


Commission Has $17,- 


000,000 "Reserve"

Madison—Anyone who has fol- 


lowed the doings of political can- 
didates with any degree of regu- 
larity during the last three or four 
state election campaigns has heard 
over and over again the phrase "di- 
version of highway funds," 


It appears that the public—par- 


ticularly the motoring pubic—has 
grown accustomed to 
expecting 


that the receipts of the state high- 
way commission from gasoline tax- 
es, motor vehicle registration fees 
and other sources should be spent 
for highway purposes 
alone. In 


consequence it seems that to accuse 
each other of diverting such re- 
ceipts from their legitimate uses is 
good politics. 
/ 


As a result Democrats accuse 


Progressives of such deeds, Pro- 
gressives accuse the Democrats, and 
the Republicans accuse both. 


But the question remains. Are 


highway funds being diverted? 


The best answer to that is a re- 


cent financial statement from the 
highway commission itself, pre- 
pared by its chief accountant, W. 
B. Blair, which shows that in re- 
cent years considerably 
less has 


been spent by the commission than 
it has taken in. 


A tabulation of receipts and dis- 


bursements prepared by the com- 
mission 
accountant shows 
that 


from 1934 to 1937. inclusive, re 
ceipts exceeded disbursements by 
more than $8,000,000. That means 
that during those years the com- 
mission received in excess of $8,- 
000.000 which were not spent for 
highway purposes. 


The sum includes $1,807.677 for 


1934. $1,438.588. in 1935, $2.962,570 
in 1936. and $432,146 in 1937, besides 
a direct diversion to the genera] 
fund by legislative action of $2,000.- 
000 for emergency purposes. 


Moreover, the accumulated re- 


serve of the highway commission 
through 
1937 amounted to more 


than $17,000,000. In other words, 
the highway commission in re- 
cent years has received more than 
$17.000.000 which it has not put in- 
to highway work. 
(There are re- 


ports th'at when the current year's 
surplus is known, the reserve wil' 
mount to more than $21,000,000.) 


Does all this amount to a diver- 


sion? It depends on your defini- 
tion. Technically the highway com- 
mission has a credit in the state 
treasury's accounts for an amoun 
equal to its reserve. But year after 
year the reserve 
grows; it isn' 


spent for highways, but is pooled 
with otner state money in the gen 
eral fund. 


Net result of the situation, it ha 


become evident in recent weeks, 
will be a drive .by those interest 
who are directly concerned witl 
highway finances to have the high 
way commission's funds segregate* 
from the general treasury fund 
through a legislative act next Jan 
uary. 


These include 
the automotive 


tradesmen, the automobile groups 
the highway contractors, and the 
local units 
of 
government who 


have been complaining insistently 
that their cut of the state high 
way fund hasn't been equitable in 
recent years. 


Whether such a drive will b 


able to obtain the payment of th< 
accumulated reserve by the state 
treasury to the commission, anc 
to provide that the 
reserve 
be 


spent for highways, is highly con 
jectural. It may well be doubted 
that the state's budget can be bal 
anccd 
if 
the treasury is drawn 


upon for an amount in the neigh 
borhood of $20,000.000. 
* 
*

umes add organic matter to the 
soil which makes it more absorp- 
tive. And finally, they pull nitro- 
gen out of the air and place it in 
the soil where it can be utilized by
